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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 


The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3, 7-9 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Buirge et al US Patent 5,693,085. 

Buirge et al discloses a plurality of stents (see Fig. 6) attached to each other by a filament 
(64), each stent has a proximal end, and a distal end. As shown in Fig. 7 a stent has two covers, 
one at the inside surface (13) and the other at the outside surface (12). Additionally, the implant 
comprises a cover made of collagen having an extracellular matrix (see col. 3, lines 61-67; col. 4, 
lines 1-5; and lines 25-34), the matrix become remodeled by host tissue (see col. 4, lines 65-67; 
col. 5, lines 1-29; and col. 6, lines 11-16). Finally, the graft is made of SIS material and has a 
seam (see col. 7, lines 42-47). 


The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 


Claims 4-6, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Buirge 
et al US Patent 5,693,085 in view of Douglas US Patent 6,090,128. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
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Buirge et al discloses the invention substantially as claimed. However, Buirge et al does 
not disclose a stent frame having eyelets at the proximal end, distal end, a filament extending 
through the eyelets, a cover sutured to the stent and a cover twice the length of the at least one 
stent and a second portion of the cover folded back over a proximal end of the at least one stent. 

Douglas teaches a stent frame having eyelets at the proximal end, distal end, a filament 
extending through the eyelets, a cover sutured to the stent and a cover twice the length of the at 
least one stent and a second portion of the cover folded back over a proximal end of the at least 
one stent for the purpose of maintaining the integrity of the whole stent and cure a blood vessel 
disease. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the stent frame structure of the Buirge et al reference with the 
stent frame structure of the Douglas reference in order to maintain the integrity of the structure 
and avoid the rupture of the blood vessel over time.
